| and exciting to Virtue: To civil Good, in pre- 
ſerving their Poſſeſſion, maintaining Society, Com- 
merce, and publick Order and Honeſty : To ſpi- 
Titual good too, becauſe he is to defend and pre- 
ferve the Revenues of the Church, the publick - 
Worſhip of God, the Preaching of the. Word of 
God: To this Purpoſe the Examples of Jehoſhaphar, 
Hezekiah, Fofiah, and other Worchies, are a ſtrong 
Inducement and Encouragement.- 
ThusI have run through the firſt Propoſition, 
that Righteous Magiſtrates are matter of great 
joy to the People, but as for the Miſeries of 
living under the Reign of bad Princes, I ſhall 
teave that to.a more canvenient opportunity-. 
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
